BETWBEMN RUSSIA & TURKEY. 


From the London Atlas of September 27th 

BY EXPRESS.—By advices fiom Ber- 
un, which have just reached us, by a spe- 
cial Courier, we have positire intelligence 
that the treaty of peace between Russia 
and Turxery is actually concluded and sign- 
ed. The tering of thé treaty, our account 
says, will be an evidence to the whole world 
of the moderation of the Emperor Nicno- 
Las. They are based on the treaty of Ac- 
KEEMANN, with a provision of indemnity to 
Rests, for the expenses of the war. The 
Turxisu plenipotentiary immediately re- 
turned to CoxsTantTinoPie, bearing the 
treaty, signed by General Dixmtscu, under 
powers vested in him by the Emperor, and 
escorted by 4000 Cossacks. The Surtax 
instantly released all the Russians, prisoners 
of war, who are now on their march home- 
ward, 

A conspiracy had been detected at Con- 
STANTINOPLE, against the life and power of 
the Sunran, and five hundred of the old 
Jantesartes lost their lives. 

Our correspondent transmits the whole 
of this intelligence as positive and undoubted.

Mr. Pearce’s grocery store, at the South 
East corner of Third and Noble streets, wes 
robbed last night.

A TRAVELLER'S BRIFF NOTE ON ADRIANOPLE. 

Adrianople, the second city in the Byzantian 
Empire, lies on seven gontle eminences, and oc- 
cupies the site of Uskadama, the ancient me- 
tropolis of the Bessi. It was built by Adrian, 
and was named after that emperor; though by 
some it was styled “Orestia,’’ an appellation 
which Mannert conceives to have been borrow- 
ed from Grecian mythology. It is well known 
in the annals of the Eastern empire, by the 
siege and devastation it underwent when attack- 
ed by Fritigern and bis Goths in the time of Va- 
lens; by the pillage, to which it was doomed, 
when taken by the Bulgariang ander Romanos; 
and by the passage of the Crusaders through it 
in the times of the Comnenes. In the East it is 
famed far and wide for the amenity of its situa- 
tion, at the confluence of three rivers, one of 
which, the Hebras, is studded with gardens of 
roses and orchards of quinces, which yield an 
oil and extract of roses, vying with the choicest 
produce of Egypt and Petsia. It is equally fam- 
ed for its soap, quince-marmalade, sherbets, and 
confectionary ; and though last not least, for the 
personal endowments of its inhabitants. The 
charms with which both nature and art have 
thus endowed it, have been specially and fre- 
quently commemorated by Tarkish bards, from 
whom it has received the name of the ** City of 
Commotion;’’=—‘a city, the beauty whereo/, 
both as concerns herself and her indwellers, fills 
every heart with commotion!” Adrianople hes 
been the cradle and last home of many a poet, 
dear to Turkish song; and this of itself is a cir- 
cumstance which constitutes her principal at- 
traction in the eyes of the Ottoman, who regards 
with singular veneration the shrine of the pious 
and the sainted, the learned and the inspired; 
and holds in far inferior estimation, the palaées, 
buildings, markets, mosques, schools, and 
bridges, of this, the second city of European 
Turkey.

THE QUEEN OF 8PAIN'S WEDDING DRESSES. 

The superb trousseau, which has just been 
completed in Paris for the young Queen of 
Spain, excites so lively an interest and curiosity 
pom, be Parisian elegantes, that we are ye 
py in being enabled to furnish our English fe- 
male readers with an accurate description of the 
principal articles of which it consists. The 
whole has been executed under the direction of 
the celebrated Madame Minette, who, in this 
instance, has evinced a degree of taste and 
talent which will not a little enhance the repu- 
tation she previously enjoyed jn the world of 
fashion. ‘ a | 

The dross for the omarrigge ceremony is com- 

d of British lace, and-may be regarded as a 
perfect chef-d’auvre, both in design and exeeu- 
tion. The skirt is trimmed with a very deep 
headed volant, above which bouquets are fas- 
tened;—the whole trimming ascending to the 
height of the knee. The bouquets which encir- 
cle the robe are also continucd up the front, 
becoming gradually smaller as they ascend to 
the waist. ‘fhe bosom is trimmed with a double 
fall of lace. The body plain, and the sleeves 
en berets. 

Another remarkably beautiful dresa is of white 
figured Blends, also trimmed with a very deep 
volant. It is of a very large striped pattern. 
The body and sleeves are similar to those of the 
lace dress alove ceccribed. 

Of several elegant robes of India muslin, one 
is trimmed with British, and another with Mech- 
lin lace. One or two are ornamented with the 
most delicate needlework: among these there is 
one which presents a peculiarly novel effect. 
The robe is edged with a very broad hem, upon 
which is embroidered a beautiful pattern con- 
sisting of bunches of wheat. Above and below 
the hem is a lace flounce about half a quarter 
deep, and on the ro8e above the upper flounce, 
the embroidered bunches of wheat are repeated. 
All these dresses are made with short sleeves, 
but they have Jong wide sleeves to be adapted 
at pleasure. 

Sevaral pelisses of muslin exhibit the most ex- 
quisite taste. They are all trimmed with either 
lace or needlework of the moct beautiful pat- 
terns. Some are lined with pink and some with 
amber satin. One, which is intended to be 
worn over a lining of rose-coloured sa‘in, is 
bordered with needlework of a Grecian pattern. 
It is made short, reaching very little below the 
knee, in the tunic form, and it is trimmed round 
the bottom with a very deep lace, which fills up 
the interval between the edge of the pelisse, 
and that of the satin under-dress. The sleeves 
are immensely full, and the collar consists of 
several deacending points edged with needle- 
work and lace. 

Another pelisse is of figured India muslin, 
lined with vapour coloured satin, and fastened 
up the front with bows of vapour coloured gauze 
ribbon. The waist-band consists of a shaded 
ribbon, and the ruche round the neck is inter- 
spersed with loops of the same ribbon. 

Some pelieses of figured jaconet muslin are 
trimmed with a double row of needlework set on 
full, In general, a good deal of trimming, eit her 
of laca or needlework, is placed at the edge of 
the hem, which has a very pretty effect, and is 
exceedingly becoming to the foot and ancle. 

There are four beautiful cachemere dresses— 
one white, with a border of large palm leaves; 
another a sprigged pattern on a yellow ground, 
with a border of palmes arleguins; a third puce 
colour, and a fourth white. These latter are 
both of striped patterns, and edged with a dou- 
ble row of palm leaves curiously shaded. The 
cachemere dreases are all made with full bodies 
and short sleeves ornamented with points. To 
some, however, are added wide long sleeves of 
blonde.

** The Philadelphia Market is well worthy of 
avisit. Wed and Saturlay are the prin- 
pe pos market days, when the test quantity 

produce is brought in. The market houses ex- 
tend from the wharf nearly halfa mile, but on 
the days mentioned, the carts and stalls, all fil- 
led with fruit, vegetables, &c. extend half a mile 
further. There is not probably a market in the 
Union better supplied in these necessaries. The 
different preductions offered, which include eve- 
thing that can be required for daily consump- 
tion in a family, (cheese, bacon, salt fish, &c.) 
are of the best quality, especially the butter, 
and an appearance of cleanliness pervades the 
whole, even the brass hoops of the milk pails 
and churns, shining like gold with well bestowed 
labour. Females attending meat stalls were to 
me a novelty. 
** Of the public works of Philadelphia, there 
is none of which its imhabitants are more justly 
proud than those at Fair Mount, by which the 
city is supplied with water of the best quality, 
in the greatest plenty. Of those to whom Phi- 
ladelphia is indebted for this great work , Joseph 
S. Lewis is particularly mentioned, as the origi- 
nator, and the active prosecutor of the plan. — 
How different is the all important and generally 
beneficial objects of supplying this city with good 
and wholesome water attained, compared with 
the miserable manner in which the city of New 
York is supplied by the Manhattan Company.’’
